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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claims as currently recited still read on the 
prior art of record. Applicant states that the examiner interpreted Fig. 15 incorrectly. Assuming arguendo, the claims only recite 
"determining availability information for each of said at least one media capability and providing for each of said plurality of communication 
devices, via a user interface, and aggregated view of data indicative of said availability information for each of said at least one media 
capability". 

The claims do not recite what is availability information or who performs the determination steps. 
Therefore as long as Becker teaches determining availability, it can read on this limitation(see col.3 lines 29-67 and col.8 lines 12-56) of 
Becker. Also as shown in Fig.4, the display shows who is available or not for each keyboard and as shown in Fig.15 the system 
determines that Lou has a plurality of devices associated with his identity. 

Examiner reserves the right to use multiple parts of Becker to read on the claims as currently recited since his system has a plurality of 
environments to show multiple messaging devices which determines it's media capability(e.g. see col.8 lines 5-56). 
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
